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TIMBER WOLVES. 

Are Captured Within Thirty 
Miles of Indian- 
apolis. 

That there are wolves within thir- 
ty miles of ludianapolis is a state- 
ment that will be doubteii by thou- 
sands of citizens in the K>'e»t ard 
protrressive state of Indiana, Yet 
the statement is true. 

Indianapolis hunters armed with 
bird shot, intended for the elusive 
quail, came acro.ss three wolves o n 
the farm of .John Oursley, two and 
a half miles southwest of reoga, 
Brown County, and about thirty 
miles from Indianapolis yesterday. 
By strategy they captured one of the 
animals, a timber wolf as large as a 
setter dog and they showed the an- 
imal in Washington street. 

J. E. Clark the superintendant of 
the Indianapolis Gun Club and Jack 
Abrams of 2119 West Washington 
street drove to Brown County on a 
quail hunting expedition. They 
sighted the wolves on the^Oursley 
farm and they went after them 
thinking they were large foxes. 
Two of the animals were some dis- 
tance away and they scampered over 
the hills and escaped. The third 
wolf was chased by Clark’s setter 
<log and the wolf after a mile run, 
took refuge in a hollow log. It held 
the setter at bay until the hunters 
came up. 

It was desired to capture the ani- 
mal alive and, still thinking it a fox 
one of the men went after Oursley, a 
blanket and an ax. A hole was 
chopped in the top of the log and a 
small stilk was used in prodding out 
the wolf. It finally ran out of the 
«nd of the log and Abraws fell on it 
with the blanket. A lively fight fol- 
lowed and the three men finally over- 
powered the animal by chocking it. 
They then tied and muzzled it 
securely 

During the fight the men realized 
for the first time that they were 
struggling with a strung wolf and 
not a fox. The animal had been 
slightly wounded with a load of shot 
that one of the men fired at it during 
the cha.se. The wolf was placed in a 
wagon and brought to the city. 

A metal muzzle was purchased at 
Habich’s sporting goods store in 
Washington stfeet and the animal was 
held until it could be adjusted. A 
curious crown collected to see the 
animal as it lay snarling and growl- 
ing in the wagon. The men finally 
carried the wolf into the store for 
a better inspection. Clark said he 
attempt to save the animal’s life and 
keep it as a pet. The wolf was cov- 
ered with a thick coat of gray hair.

Want it Discontinued. 



For Infanta and Children, 



The following resolutions were 
passed by the American Society of 
h]quity at its Annual Meeting at In- 
dianapolis, Ind., October 23-2.1, 190.1, 
delegates representing the organized 
farmers in nineteen states being in 
attendance. 

Whereas. One of the functions of 
the Department of agriculture is to 
issue monthly crop rept>rts or esti- 
mate of the condition and probably 
yields of the chief crops piHsluced in 
this country; and 

Whereas, These reporU are base<l 
on observation made about two 
weeks before they are made public, 
which makes it possible for the con- 
ditions to have changi>d for better or 
worse; and 

V\herea.s, Conditions may change 
several times and very materially 
after one of these rejiorU and effect 
ihe final outcome of the crop jjuite 
contrary to the preliminar>- estimate; 
and 

Whereas, These re|>orts, if issued 
for any gisnl pur|s»se, should Ik* in 
the interest of the farmers, but as 
they arv always too late for the 
farmers to take aiivantage of them 
to decrea.se or increa.se the acreage, 
or if they indicate a very small yield 
the farmers are powerless to do any- 
thing t<» iucrea.se or decrease th«-ir 
crops; and 

Whereas, the reliability of these 
n>iM)rts is questionable as reguariU 
accuracy, and as regards the final 
outcome of the crops can be more 
than gues.ses; and 

Whereas, These re|>orts are eager- 
ly awaited for by sjieculators and do 
atfwt prices temporarily and varia- 
ble t>ne month may l>e toward low- 
er prices and the next for, the high- 
er prices thus fanning the fiire of 
8|>eculation, keeping legitimate bu.s- 
inesM unacltle<i and have a tendency 
to affect the prices of growing crops 
months before they mature or the 
yield ami con.lition can isawibly Ik> 
known; and 

Whereas. They have never been 
known to be a benefit to farmers, 
but they are purely in the interest of 
speculations; 

Therefore be it Resolved. 

First. That the Department of 
Agriculture discontinue iU monthly 
crop reports. 

Second. That it issue only one re- 
port a year and that at times when 
the crop can be accurately measured 
or closely estimated and after it is 
safe from material danger in quanti- 
ty or quality. 

' Third. That a copy of these reso- 
lutions be sent to Hon. James Wil- 
son. Secretary of Agriculture; to the 
President of the United States; to all 
farmers’ institutes, to all farm pa- 
jiers and to the leading metropolitan 
jiafiers of the country. 

Fourth. That enough copies be 
printed to put in the hands of all 
delegates in attendance at this con-

Ohio Ckmnty Teachers Institute 
met in annual sassion December 5, 
1905, at the county courthouse at 11 
o’clock a. m.,and was called to order 
by Supt. James DeWeese. J. W. 
Petty wrs elected Secretary and at 
once procee<led to the enrollment of 
the teachers. The Institute then ad- 
journed to meet at 1 o’clock p. m. 

NOON. 

The Institute met at 1:15 p. m., 
and proceeded at once to business. 
The theory of school was taken up 
by the instructor. The next subject 
"The Correlation of History, Litera- 
ture and Geography,’’ was ably dis- 
cussed by Mrs. L. N. Gray. She 
says we must have first co-ordination 
and then followed by correlation. 
By correlation we get harmony of 
purpose. The teachers must have a 
broad knowledge of the subjects 
taught in order to present them to 
the pupils properly. No surer 
means of tiring a pupil in history 
than to have it study the simple text 
as laid down in the books. It must 
be supplemented by other things 
sfich as tales of adventure, etc. Ju- 
dicious talks on the past of the 
teacher on matters pertaining to the 
study, also outline the subjects and 
make maps whenever possible. 
Geography is most important branch 
in teacning. We must not confine 
ourselves to finding the locations of 
cities, boundries or states, etc., but 
should be used in teaching of exports, 
imports, drainage, climate and its 
etfects. In Literature we must 
teach its relation to life. By Litera- 
ture we got the true aspirations of 
the race. While Literature should 
be a regular course not slavishly ad- 
hered to, but it help pupils to read 
intelligently and to helps mold the 
child’s mind projierly. "How 1 teach 
my class hstory’’ by Miss Maymeel 
Shown was the next on the program. 
She says when not goo<l readers they 
read the lesson and give the mean- 
ing of the words they do not under- 
stand, bring out the important points 
in the les.son that have shapeil our 
hi.story.
